At Lexington 



• Welch Wants New Trial 
(By Associated I'ress) 

. Lexington, Ky., April 12 — Ja 
Welch, who was found guilty 



whiskey alleged to bave Sjeen poisoned 
and containing poison and which was 
alleged to have been found by Thoma- 
sou in his automobile or to have been 
given him by a stranger, was also 
expressly excluded from consideration 
by the jury.

Imprisonment in the state peni- 
tentiary at Frankfort for tin- remain- 
der of his life was the punishment 
meted out to James Welch, farmer, of 
Oonerail, for the murder of J. S. 
Thomason. traveling salesman. on 
I •••comber 24. 1919. by the- jury in cir- 
cuit court at Lexington which heard 
his case and reached a verdict early 
Sunday morning. 

The first ballot taken by the jury 
it is understood, showed that eight of 
them were for the death penalty, while 
four for life imprisonment. On a bal- 
lot taken some time later, it is said, 
th" vote stood six for death and six 
for life imprisonment. A compromise 
was finally reached and the entire 
body voted for ufe imprisonment, this 
verdict being handed to the court.

Welch was convicted for shooting 
Thomason to death on Main street the 
day before Christmas in the preseence 
of thousands of people. Thomason 
wos shot six times by Welch. He diet! 

, almost before i>e fell to the street. 

Commonwealth's Attorney John i:. 
Allen, in presenting his case for the 
prosecution, proved that an illicit love 
affair had existed between Welch and 
Mrs. Thomason. tin- wife of the mat. 
who was killed. 

Mrs. Thomason was viciously assail- 
ed by Colonel Allen in his address to 
the jury Satruday for misconduct. Mrs. 
Thomason was seated in the machine 
just a few feet away from where her 
husband was killed by W elch when the 
fatal shooting occurred. 

Mrs. Thomason is at present under 
indictment with Welch for murder, 
their cases being tried separately, this 
being requested by the defense. 

«The case of Mrs. Thomason has been 
Htponcd until the July term of ctr- 
lit court upon motion of the defense. 
Colonel Allen agreed to this. 

In the dosing arguments for the com 
monweallh delivered Saturday night, 
the photograph of Mis. Thomason. 
found on Welch's person when he was 
arrested, was exhibited to the jury by 
Colonel Allen, as was also the love 
letter, said to have been from her to 
him. and a postcard with an endea.ring 
message on it. Colonel Allen recount- 
ed the visits of Welch to Mrs. Thoma- 
sbn's home, when he said Welch would 
•'••main until late at night "chaper- 
oned by her babies and the negro girl." 

Every available foot of space in the 
courtroom was taken and the crowd 
overflowed into the lobby. It was es- 
timated there were between COO and 
7»m- people present. Colonl Allen said 
he thought it was ih<- largest crowd 
he had ever seen in the court loom. 
. ^Attorney Wallace Muir. represent- 

iiht; M i s. Thomason. said he thought 

fife ' throwing out of, the conspiracy 
testimony in the Welch case would 
have a big effect on Mis. Thomason's 
case. The indictment against Mrs. 
Thomason charged her with murder 
and conspiracy in the murder. Mr. 
ifrnir said it was his opinion she could 
now only be tried as a principal in the 
murder. 

A ruling by Judge Kerr, declared 
that part of the testimony relating to 
a conspiracy between Mrs. Thomason 
and Welch to be Incompetent. 

W. C. C. Hobbs and .Maury Kemper, 
in their summoning-up arguments to 
the jury spoke of the lack of "posi- 
tive" witnesses on tin- part of the 
Commonwealth to prove that Thoma- 
son did not have a knife in his hand. 

They said the Common weal th's wit- 
nesses all admitted their attention to 
the shooting and was first attracted by 
the actual shots and they did not no- 
tice what took place between th'- two 
n»en previously. 

The defense said the attorneys had 
, ,(«» "positive" Witnesses in the per- 
sons of Dewey Maris and Lucy Hocka- 
day. both of whom said they had seen 
a knife in Thomason's hands. They 
explained the girl's actions in first 
making the statement Thomason did 
pot have a knife by saying she had 
boon surrounded by police and detec 
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or some "dirty wirk" or any proposal 
to "put away" a man alleged to have 
been Thomason or anything of that 
nature, or any testimony in regard to 
these alleged circumstances by any 
witness was to be excluded from its 
consideration. 

Welch Tells B W Story 

.las. Wei, ii was put on the stand in 
his own behalf by the defense late Sat- 
urday: Mrs. Thomason. he said, was 
just a friend of his and he stated he 
did not know why she wrote him the 
love letter or the endearing phrases in 
his bankbook. He said he was 37 
years old. had lived in the Douerail 
neighborhood for about four years, 
that his wife died two years ago last 
January and that he met Mrs. Thoma- 
son at the home of her sister. Mrs. 
Baker- 
Prior to meeting Mrs. Thomason at 
Mrs. Maker's home .the defendant raid 
he had not known her. Me said he 
first started going to see Mrs. 'i nonia- 
son alone in the summer after selling 
a pony for her. He said he did not 
know Thomason very well and only 
met him at the house on one occasion. 

That occasion was when he went to 
the Thomason home to turn over the 
check for the pony. It was about X oi 
8:30 o'clock at night, he asserted 
Thomason came to the front door, 
shook it and then walked around 
towards the rear of the house. lie 
said. -Mrs. Thomason went out and 
told him to come in the front door as 
"there is nobody here by Mr. Welch." 

He said he had been there fifteen or 
twenty minutes, when Thomason came 
and that he remained Bve or ten min- 
utes after the husband's arrival. He 
denied he hurried off or had any rea- 
son to do so. I what .Mrs. Thomason told yon that yoi

ceived the letter from Mrs. Thomason 
which was found on his person, when

Welch said the buggy from which he 
secured the picture, was brought out 
to his farm about a week before he 
sold the pony. He was cleaning it when 
he found the picture. 

He was asked if he were not aston- 
ished and amazed at receiving a let- 
ter from a woman with whom he had 
only a friendly acquaintance, and in 
which he was addressed as "sweet- 
heart." 

"Well, some little bit," he said. 
"Why did you never refer to it to 
her?" 

"I thought no more about it." 
He was asked if he understood what 
was meant by the expression. "Ho you 
love me (?) No — Yes — No." He said he 
did not. The fact this letter was mailed 
in February and the postcard in July 
and that they were found in his per- 
son on December 24lh. was emphasized 
by Col. Allen. 

"Why did you always carry a pistol 
when you went to call on a lady and 
the babies'."' the defendant was asked. 

"I always carried it at night." lie 
had previously stated be had been car- 
rying a revolver for two or three years. 

"Why did you take it out of your 
overcoat pocket and put it in your oth- 
er coat pocket when you went to the 
Thomason home'."' 

"There was danger the children 
might knock the overcoat down." he 
replied. He said he always laid the 
overcoat on a chair or on the bed and 
never hung it on a ha track. 

Welch, iii reply to questions, said 
he did not know that Thomason ob- 
jected to his culling on Mrs. Thomason. 
.Mrs. Thomason never told him of any 
objections, he asserted. 

Welch said he did not remembei 
whether Mrs. Thomason had told him 
about an interview with Smith. He j 
was pressed further and said she di< | 
not mention it.

Mrs. Thomason and her children 
were at his home on the Sunday pre- 
ceding the killing, the defendant said. 
They had gone there to bring his chil- 
dren some Christmas presents. He 
had not called her up over the tejo- 
phonc and had not seen her after that 
Sunday until the afternoon of the kill- 
ing. 

Welch said he had come to Lexing- 
ton to bring his siler. Mis. Stivers, 
who had gone to the- show. He park- 
ed his automobile in front of Wool- 
worth's •"> and Hi cent store and was tu 
meet her there when the show ended. 
He said he was standing on the street 
near his car when Mrs. Thomason call- 
ed him over. 

Welch emphatically denied that he 
was a party to any conspiracy to kill 
Thomason. lie said In- had not seen 
Mrs. Thomason until just prior to tin 
difficult}', that he had no arrangement 
to meet her there at that time and thai 
he did not even know that Thomason 
was in the city. 

"Mrs. Thomason." the defendant 
said, "saw me standing there and 
called me over. They had been talk- 
ing about I he sale of her automobile 
live or ten minutes when Thomasoi) 
came up." "His attention to Thoma- 
son was attracted by Mrs. Thomason. 
who said. "There's Mr. Thomason." She 
said it twice in quick succession, ho 
testified. 

Thomason, said Welch, came from 
the sidewalk hurriedly. He had his 
right hand in his pocket and wanted 
to know "what in the hell I was doing 
there." Welch said he started back 
off and Thomason drew a knife and 
advanced on him. "I got my gun out 
of my pocket and started shooting." 

The husband looked "pretty rough" 
said Welch, and he said anger was vis- 
ible all over Thomason's face. Welch 
said Thomason was within about four 
feet of him when Thomason drrw a 
knife, which. Welch stated on the 
cross-examination. was open when 
Thomason pulled it from his pocket. 

Welch said after backing off. Thom- 
ason continued to advance and he 
(Welch) shot three or four times and 
stopped. Thomason. he said, contin- 
ued to advance and he fired another 
series of shots and continued to shoot 
"until my gun unit." 

Welch said on his dirct examination 
that he had heard the testimony Fri- 
day of Will Smith. who said Mrs. 
Thomason had tried to hire him to 
"put somebody off" and that she later 
admitted it was her husband. The de- 
fendant said he knw absolutely noth- 
ing about the alleged transaction. 
Smith, he said, had workd for him 
about a week several weeks ago. 

L'pon his cross-examination by Col. 
Allen. Welch said on two occasions he 
stayed a little later than usual. One 
night it was raining and he remained 
until 12 o'clock.

eral districts by trainmen, the situa- 
tion has assumed a more serious as- 
pect. 

In the central and far west report, 
of disaffection from the strikers' ranks 
followed first an important break at 
Columbus, Ohio where 600 switchmen 
voted to return to work. In New York 
however, reports show the strikers are 
scoing heavily. The Central Railroad 
of New Jersey, for instance, has sus- 
pended all passenger service at noon. 
This road covers the state and serves 
55,000 commuters. Thousands of oth- 
ers on other lines failed to reach the 
city today.

HILLENMEYER ON FRUIT

The present blizzard is not unusual 
to the month. Severe frost, with or 
without snow, has occurred more than 
a dozen times in April in the past 
fifty years. 

The damage to fruit and clover just 
sown has very uniformly been greater 
by dry cold than when coupled with 
snow. It is notable that there are 
three periods when these visitations 
may be expected — during the first 
week, at the close of the second and 
the beginning of the fourth but with 
one exception there has been no real- 
ly severe and protracted terml of in- 
clemency. The exception was in 1907, 
when damaging frosts occurred on the 
1st and 2nd and on the 14th. Accept- 
ing this deduction we may hope to es- 
cape further frosts, but if they do oc- 
cur they may be expected about the 
middle or near the entl of the month. 

We are promised even a seed time 
ami harvest, but even this consoling 
assurance may be assailed. The last 
snowstorm in 1881 occurred on April 
9, and it was a week thereafter before 
a furrow was turned, while in 1875, 
between June 23 and August 1, some 
twenty inches of rain fell. Last year's 
experience in seeding and harvesting 
place in close juxtaposition the two 
propositions of sowing and saving, 
and while the time for both may have 
been allotted it was a skimp indeed. 

It is, however, the usual sequel of a 
belated spring that the resultant crop 
above the average, because the seed 
then sown has the reasonable expecta- 
tion of immediate germination and 
continuous and vigorous growth.
